J. H. was a young Irishman who came 
into our neighhorhood without a dollar, 
and obtained from the owner of the land 
permission to build a board shanty in the 
edge of the woods near. a fine spring, and 
live in it at a very low rental. He wasa 
tall, broad-shouldered man, strong, healthy, 
and willing to do @ fair day’s work for a 
fair day’s wages, without any watching, 
and consequently during the season for 
farm work his labor was in great demand 
at rather more than common prices. He 
worked a considerable time for the writer. 

His wife, like himself, was healthy and 
industrious. Not having much housework, 
she worked out of doors, hoeing corn, dig- 
ging potatoes and husking corn, Some- 
times they raised a piece of corn or pota- 
toes on shares, but their money was chiefly 
made working for wages and lending their 
earnings on interest. In the wiater, he 
took jobs of threshing grain on shares, with 
a flail, for the tenth part of the grain, and 
found jobs enough to keep him busy until 
spring. Threshing machines were common, 
but farmers preferred to have their grain 
threshed with a flail when they could do so 
because the straw was saved in so much 
better shape and kept in the barn. Another 
advantage was the thresher carried out the 
straw which was too short to bind, and fed 
it to the cattle in the yard, a little at a time, 
as he threshed, and kept them busy eating 
allday. One farmer told me that in this 
way his cattle wintered as well on straw as 
on hay,and that it was worth all the thresh- 
ing cost to have the cattle so well taken 
care of. 

The man often could lend his money at 
eight per cent. to good borrowers, and was 
careful to have his notes renewed, and in- 
terest added at the end of the year, thereby 
getting compound interest.

The department officials used rat traps in 
these experiments, for up to this time they 
have found no epidemic disease among rats, 
mice and rabbits which might be success- 
fully used in killing off the rodents by nat- 
ural means. Dr. sz of the Pasteur 
Institate in Paris has been making some 
experiments with a virus developed by him, 
but this has proved only strong enough to 
kill field mice and house mice and not rats. 
It has been found that when rats eat the 
body of another rat killed by the disease, 
the diner becomes vaccinated, ds it were, 
with the disease and is rendered immune 
to its action. . 3 

MORE ADULTERATED SEEDS. 

Again Secretary Wilson has found occa- 
sion to publish the names and addresses of 
firms found to be adulterating seed. Ten 
concerns have been found to be guilty of 
adulterating alfalfa seed with yellow tre- 
foil and bur clover. ; 
Three hundred and fifty-two samples 
seed of alfalfa were obtained in the open 
market and examined. Of these, 160, or 
nearly one-half of the samples, were found 
to contain seed of the destructive paresitic 
plant dodder; nine samples were found to 
be adulterated with seed of yellow trefoil 
and nine samples adulterated with bur 
clover. 

As a forage plant yellow trefoil has not 
gained any foothold in this country, but 
unscrupulous seedsmen import its seed 
from Europe to use as an adulterant of red 
clover and alfalfa seed. It costs only five 
or six centé a pound, so that it is a cheap

If we want a swamp muck which will 
carry to the hilisides the humus, the vege- 
table matter that has been washed away 
from them into the low lands during the 
centuries that have passed since they were 
clothed with trees whose leaves fell at their 
feetand were held there by the tangled 
roots and underbrush during unnumbered 
centuries, we must search for it in some 
quiet pond or some tangle of low bushes, 
which has held not only the leaves, the 
grass and water weeds that grew there, but 
also much of the fertility that has been 
carried down by fall rains and spring 
thaws. If it has been chosen as a last rest- 
ing placefor the remains of beasts, birds 
and fish during al) these years, such a de- 
posit is a veritable mine of fertility for one 
who will take it out to mingle it with the 
lighter soil of the hills from which all veg- 
‘etable growth has been removed for years, 
and upon which little has been put to com- 
pensate for the robbery. 

The mould or turf taken from such places 
is often as valuable as the animal manure 
that has been leached by rains and 
bleached by sun and winds in the barn- 
yards of the careless farmer. But it needs 
to be rightly used to prove its value upon 
the land or in the crop to which it is ap- 
plied. Asit is taken out, especially if it 
has lain deep enough to be saturated with 
water most of the season each year, the 
process of decay has been such as to de- 
velop much acid that is as injurious to the 
growth of all but the coarser and ranker 
plants and weeds. 

These acids need to be taken out by the 
action of sun and wind and rain, and by 
that which is more potent than either, the 
frost of the winter. All these help to bring 
about che mical changes which will render 
the elements of fertility useful becuuse 
available, If to these natural agencies, 
which may require exposure to wet and 
dry, hot and cold weather for one or two 
years, is added some agency which will 
hasten the work of decomposition, the 
muck may be ready for use much earlier, 
and be so much better by whatever new 
elements may be added. 

When thoroughly dry this muck, or peat, 
as some would call it, becomes a valuable 
absorbent~to use where something is 
needed to take up.and held all the mineral 
elements held in solution by the Jiquid 
manures of the barn. These also help in 
decomposing the vegetable fibre, which 
forms its greater proportion. 

When used as a place of deposit for fish 
or animal matter that heats as it decays, 
this process goes on with even greater 
rapidity than it does in the barnyard or 
barn cellar. The fishermen of our coast 
have often made a compost of peat from 
the swamps and their waste or unsalable 
fish, and with this have grown wonderful 
crops, until the soil showed signs of need- 
ing a change of plant food, or, in other 
words, that it needed more mineral matter 
rather than more decayed vegetable or 
animal matter. 

But the farmer who has a bog where 
there is such a deposit as is here described 
will do well to take out someof it each 
fall,if hecan afd time and a season dry 
enough to work. therein, and pile it up 
where he can it to some of the proc- 
esses we have enof. Used dry as an 
absorbent in stables and yards it holds 
much that would otherwise go to waste, be- 
side adding its. e@n elements to the com- 
postheap. Spréad thinly upon a sandy soil 
after it has been lying exposed to weather

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Children’s Scrap Books. 


Even with the abundance of toys and 
games that are pruvided for the amusement 
of children in this advanced age, the. old- 
fashioned scrap book still holds a place in 
the affections of its little owners. This may 
bé because of the young American’s pro- 
gressive desire to make something for him- 
self instead of being satisfied with what has 
been made for him. He finds no novelty in 
playing over and over the same games, and 
the toys lose their charm aftera while. _ 

When a rainy day keeps the children in 
the house and the mother or older sister 
proposes making scrap tooks, what a chorus 
of approval comes from the little grumblers 
and how quickly their sky seems to clear of 
the murky clouds of discontent. 

Children all love to cut out pictures, and 
they can be taught to do the work neatly, 
so that they will be ready for the books.

This being true the qhestion at once 
arises how can he be;bred with any ser- 
tainty, and this is a question I must admit 
isa hard one to answer. I have had this 
class produced in three different ways: 
first, by a trim, active Percheron sire of 
1500 to 1700 pounds in weight bred to 
grade roadster bred farm mares of 1000 
to 1200 pounds; second, by using a com- 
pactly built roadster sire with grade draft 
mares of 1200 to 1500 pounds; third, by 
use of the most compactly built coachers 
and Hackney of 1200 to 1300 pounds. 

In my observation and experience these 
three ways have produced some very good 
specimens and some very poor excuses. I 
have also seen some very good general-pur- 
pose horses of the heavier class produced 
by breeding up in draft lines. where the 
sires were of the finer types of the breed, 
with good nerve and action. ; 

We wust admit that no breed has yet 
been produced that fairly represents the 
true general-purpose type. The true Perch- 
eron of thirty to forty years ago came the 
nearest to it, but the breeding for more 
weight has made him _a draft horse 
instead of a general-purpose animal. A 
breed of general-purpose horses can be 
produced bya careful selection and com- 
bination of different Slood lines and a con- 
tinuous breeding to a type for two or three 
centuries, but it seems the shortness of 
men’s lives and small prizes ‘to be gained 
have thus far worked against the develop- 
ment of such a breed.
